Lonilon  Missionary  Sociiety — Mis¬ 
sion  to  the  Society  Islands. 
This  iiiVHluable  institution 
founded  in  1795  by  several 
Ministers  and  Christians  in  Lon¬ 
don  of  various  denominations, 
whose  lilieral  design  was  to  car¬ 
ry  to  the  doors  of  the  heathen 
the  unadulterated  word  of  life, 
without  inculcating  the  |>eculiari- 
ties  of  those  religious  sects,  hy 
which  Christians  are  unhappTly 
divided. 

A  few  years  since,  the  Society 
directed  to  he  published  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  their  proceedings,  from 
which  we  make  a  few  extracts. 

“On  this  liberal  and  uniting 
luinciple,  the  Society  has  been 
iicting  for  more  than  twenty 
years  :  anil  at  this  momi  nt  their 
JMissionarics  in  different  parts 
of  the  world,  adapt  their  mode 
of  worship  to  the  circumstances 
and  in^inatiuns  of  the  people 
iiinong  whom  they  lalior. 

“It  is  welt  known  that  the 
first  etforts  of  this  Society  were 
directed  to  the  islands  of  the 
South  Pacifin  Ocean.  — Aliout 
thirty  persons  were  designated 
to  this  work,  and  were  intended 
to  settle  at  the  Marquesas,  Ton- 
gat  ••oo,  d:c.  but  various  circuin- 
rtutices  occurred  to  direct  them  I 
to  Ot.theAe,  where  they  landed 
in  March  1707.  A  second  corn- 
pan-  was  sent  in  1798,  who 
Were  captured  by  a  French  pri- 
vst«*er.  In  170^  another  party 


was  sent,  who  arrived  in  the 
spring  of  1800.  Several  of  the 
first  number,  alarmed  with  ap¬ 
parent  danger,  retired  to  Port 
Jackson,  where  some  of  them 
have  ever  since  continued,  and 
have  been  remlered  very  usi  fu5 
to  the  colony.  The  brethren 
who  settled  at  Utabeite,  with  a 
patient  |iereeveraiice  scarcely 
ever  equalled,  continued  amidst 
many  discouragements,  to  labor 
among  the  natives,  who  were 
deplorably  vicious,  and  who 
seemed  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the 
glad  tidings  of  the  Gospel,  and 
to  all  the  entreaties  of  the  mis¬ 
sionaries,  who  at  length  were 
constrained,  in  consequence  of  a 
civil  war,  to  abandon  the  island  ; 
but  they  were  affectionately  re¬ 
called. by  Pomare  the  King,  in 
1812,  who  declared  his  own  con- 
viction  of  the  truth  of  Christiani¬ 
ty,  and  his  wish  to  be  baptized 
into  the  faith  of  the  Gospel. 
Since  that  time,  many  of  the  na¬ 
tives  have  voluntarily  declared 
themselves  Christians;  diligent¬ 
ly  attend  the  ordinances  of  reli¬ 
gion,  and  are  distinguished  ly 
the  name  of  Burec  AUia,  or  “the 
praying  people.”  Aboilt  300 
attend  the  worship  of  God.  and 
irearly  as  many  form  the  Adult 
School,  where  they  are  iostruct- 
e<l  in  reading  and  writing.  Sev¬ 
eral  of  the  Chiefs  in  the  adjacent 
islands  have  also  joined  them, 
and  wish  instructors  to  be  sent 
to  their  people ;  while  their  idols 
have  fallen  Into  great  disrepotd; 
and  Jehovah  is  acknowledged  to 
he  the  only  living  and  true  Goil-*’ 
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Thin  WM  tbfe  dawb  of  a  glori¬ 
ous  day  in  these  Islands.  In 
June  1810,  one  of  the  Missiona¬ 
ries  writes,  “All  accounts  agree 
tliat  a  inost  wonderful  cliaiige 
has  been  produced  in  all  the  So¬ 
ciety  Islands  ;  and  tl)«  spread  of 
the  Gospel  seems  to  be  almost 
universal.  1  think  we  have 
never  read,  since  tire  apostles’ 
days,  of  the  Gospel  B|>reading  in 
so  wonderful  a  raaoDcr  as  it  has 
done  lately  in  these  Islands. 
Foinare  has  become  a  great  man, 
aud  a  pious  Christian." 

In  August  of  the  same  year, 
one  of  the  Missionaries  at  Eimeo 
writes,  “Bless  Go<l  with  us,  be¬ 
cause  he  hath  done  great  things 
for  the  [»eopIe  among  whom  we 
labor.  At  length  superstition  i 
and  idolatry  are  done  away,  and  j 
the  Areoi  society  is  also  at  an  ! 
end.  I'lieir  gods  are  burnt  in  j 
the  fire,  aiul  their  children  are  j 
saved  from  death.  You  know  I 
that  where  the  Gospel  comes  j 
with  power.  It  always  works  a  . 
change  for  the  better  in  man,  { 

“Blpi*?inj{s  abound  where’er  he  reign«,  > 
And  all  the  sons  of  want  are  blest.”  j 

I  have  lately  been  twice  round 
tills  islaml,  preaching  the  Gospel, 
and  have  just  returned  from 
a  preaching  tour  round  Taheite.  ' 
•  There  are  about  700  people  on 
this  island  who  have  embraced 
the  Gospel,  beside  about  500  who 
are  with  us.  In  every  district 
they  have  huilt  a  place  of  wor¬ 
ship,  in  which  they  have  prayer 
thrice  every  Sabbath  day,  and 
once  every  Wednestlay.  Almost 
every  house  has  family  worship 
daily,  and  most  of  the  people  re¬ 
tire  for  private  worship  (in  the 
bushes)  twice,  aud  some  three 
times  H-day. 

\t  Taheite  there  are  aiiout 
3,000  who  are  turned  from  idols, 


and  who  now  call  Jehovah  their 
God.  They  have  bnilt  about  50 
places  of  worship,  in  which  they 
prgj’,  as  they  do  here.  They 
teach  each  other  to  read  and 
write,  and  they  learn  very  quick¬ 
ly.  Many  teach  others  the 
catechism.  Tlie  king  writes 
better  than  any  of  us. 

At  Hualieine,  Raiatea,  and 
Bora  bora,  we  believe  there  are 
nearly  4,000  people  who  embrace 
the  Christian  religion,  although 
tirey  have  no  instruction  at  (wes- 
ent,  except  by  the  hooks  which 
we  send  them.  They  are  fre- 
qiieutiy  sending  messages  to  us, 
requesting  us  tu  come  and  teach 
tliein." 

On  the  24th  anniversary  of 
the  Society  in  1818,  after  receiv¬ 
ing  tlie  animating  intelligence 
lliat  the  idols  were  abolished  in 
nine  of  these  Islands,  and  the 
Christian  religion  introduced, 
several  elegant  addresses  were 
made,  which  give  a  summary  of 
the  wonders  which  God  bad 
wrought  tlirougb  the  agency  of 
their  Missionaries,  from  which 
we  make  the  following  extracts. 

Dr.  Bogue  alluded  to  the  in- 
defalig.xble  labors  of  the  Mission¬ 
aries,  and  their  aatooishieg  suc¬ 
cess  as  follows  ;  speaking  of  the 
Missionaries,  he  says,  “When  I 
read  of  their  diligence  in  learn¬ 
ing  the  languages,  of  their  zeal  in 
preaching,  of  their  |Niina  in  trans¬ 
lating  the  Scriptures,  and  their 
care  to  circulate  tracts,  and  t* 
establish  schools ;  and  of  their  in¬ 
teresting  journeys  to  distant  pla¬ 
ces  to  preach  the  gospel ;  I  count 
it  a  matter  of  the  liveliest  joy- 
1  have  DO  fear  relating  to  ulti¬ 
mate  success.  Here  are  the 
means  employed,  and  the  prom¬ 
ise  of  God  has  secured  to  ua  his 
blessing. 

“But  while  we  have  the  joy 
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of  witaeEsiiig  extensive  and  dili¬ 
gent  ialMira,  we  have  also  the 
j»)y  of  remarkable  succesB.  What 
a  scene  is  (ireseuted  in  Mhe  iSo- 
ciefy  Isles  !’ — the  most  unlike¬ 
ly  of  the  human  race,  for  eavage- 
ness,  sensuality,  and  every  thii^ 
that  degrades  the  human  char¬ 
acter — the  most  unlikely  people, 
acconling  to  all  human  api>ear- 
ance,  to  he  converted.  What 
praise  is  due  to  those  men  who 
waited  so  patiently,  and  did  not 
wait  in  vain.  And  now  such  a 
scene  is  presented  as  the  world 
jias  not  of  late  years  brought  to 
view.  Idolatry  is  renounced ; 
fifly  places  of  worship  have  lieen 
erected  in  Uie  Island  of  Taheite 
alone  ;  and  the  other  islands  are 
embracing  the  gospel :  casting 
away  their  gorls,  which  are  no 
gods,  the  Sabbath  is  observed — 
family  worship  is  attended  to — 
thousands  learning  to,  read. 
What  a  picture  ! — what  spiritual 
glory  ! — what  delightful  pros- 
()ect8 !  Who,  after  this  will  <loubt 
the  success  of  missions,  and  say, 
^the  time  is  not  come  for  the 
Lord’s  house  to  be  built.” 

They  hav’e  now  several  print¬ 
ing  presses  employed  in  |>rinting 
the  Bible  and  other  Itooks  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  objects  of  the  Mission, 
and  the  Lord  is  still  pros|Kriug 
their  labors.  To  convey  to  our 
readers  the  high-toned  feeling 
which  was  excited  in  the  friends 
of  the  Society,  by  the  success 
of  their  Missionaries,  w«  make 
the  following  extracts  from  an 
address  delivered  hy  the  Rev. 
Mr.  James,  at  the  2btb  anniver¬ 
sary,  May  1820. 

“That  individual  must  be 
either  more  or  less  than  human, 
who  can  have  seen  what  we 
have  saen,  and  heard  what  we 
have  heard,  and  not  have  felt  to 
the  very  bottom  of  bis  soul.  Our 


smiles  and  our  tears,  like  sun¬ 
beams  in  the  rain,  have  been 
mingled  together,  and  like  the 
vernal  showers  which  fall  on  the 
earth,  are  intended,  in  a  moral 
seqse,  to  make  it  bring  forth  and 
bull. 

“Where  is  the  man  that  cjin 
lay  his  hand  upon  his  heart,  and 
say,  before  the  Omniscient  God, 
that  he  has  done  all  he  could  do, 
and  all  he  should  do  in  the  great 
cause  ?  What  we  have  seen 
and  heard  of  religious  zeal  as  yet, 
is  but  the  twilight  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  not  the  twilight 
of  the  evening,  which  is  soon  to 
be  followed  tiy  the  shades  of 
night,  but  tlie  twilight  of  the 
moruing,  which  is  to  shine 
brighter  and  brighter  till  (he  per¬ 
fect  day. 

“We  are  called  then.  Sir,  to 
fresh  enerey  in  the  cause  of  mis¬ 
sions.  There  is  not  an  individ- 
at  here  who  ought  not  to  go 
home  and  consider  what  he  can 
do  more  than  he  has  done  in 
this  cause.  1  may  here  be  re¬ 
minded  perhaps  that  these  are 
nut  the  times  to  call  fur  fresh  ex¬ 
ertions  of  a  pecuniary  nature  ; 
but.  Sirs,  it  bus  been  (he  glory 
of  this  Society  lhat  it  has  flour¬ 
ished  in  bad  times.  Our  hark 
was  launched  io  a  season  of  na¬ 
tional  temirest,  which  it  wassup- 
ftosed  it  could  hardly  out¬ 
live  :  we  beard  the  winds  howl¬ 
ing  arouiul  it,  and  saw  infideli¬ 
ty  like  the  fury  of  the  storm, 
mocking  all  our  eflbrts  :  but  we 
have  beheld  it  pursuing  its  ca¬ 
reer  in  triumph  amitlst  every 
scene  of  danger,  and  shall  we 
now  begin  Io  f^ear  ?  O,  no  !  The 
friends  of  missions  are  not  to  be 
appalled  in  their  minds,  or  check¬ 
ed  in  their  zeal  by  the  cry  of  bad 
times. — I  may  be  told  by  some 
(ha*  this  is  the  rnere  declamatioD 
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pr  CQtlimiatai.  Ifio,  H  it  the 
same  enlhutinsm  as  glo'.veil 
in  the  bosom  of  the  ^on 
of  God  when  he  uoderlook 
the  redemption  of  the  world, 
which  inflamed  the  zeal  of  a|H)f> 
ties  — marshalled  the  noble  army 
of  martyrs  -  nerved  the  soul  of 
Luther  and  the  RefonDers-'—and 
in  such  company  we  need  not 
blush— I  am  not  to  he  rri&;htened 
by  a  term  so  plastic-  Give  me  a 
spirit  that  will  subvert  the  found' 
alion  of  error,  and  overtucn  the 
system  of  ictolatry  ;  that  will 
hush  the  groans  of  creation,  and 
dry  up  its  tears  ;  that  will  lH<ck> 
on  the  virtues  of  one  world  to 
advance  till  they  meet  the  felici¬ 
ties  and  glories  of  another,  and 
men  may  call  it  Belzehtib  iftbey 
will,  but  1  knowr  that  its  origin  is 
in  heavfsa,  its  Father  is  the  eter¬ 
nal  God,  and  its  work  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  the  human  race.'’ 

After  reading  this  arxiount  of 
the  astonishing  spread  and  prev¬ 
alence  of  the  Gos|iel  in  these  Isl¬ 
ands,  kt  those  who  deny  the 
utility  or  expediency  of  foreign 
Missions,  and  who  have  hither¬ 
to  withheld  their  pecuniary  i<id 
from  such  establishments,  con¬ 
trast  the  orcsent  state  of  these 
Islands  with  what  it  was  hut  a 
few  years  since,  and  then  remem¬ 
ber  that  the  universal  preva- 
.lenee  of  their  doctrine  and  prac¬ 
tice  would  cast  the  gk<omy  shade 
of  pagan  darkness  over  these 
christianized  Islands,  and  take 
from  them  the  appointed  means 
of  light  and  salvation.  To  op¬ 
pose  missions  is  tantamount  to 
saying  to  these  peo['te,  “Relin¬ 
quish  your  animated  hopes  of 
heaven,  and  lie  enveloped  in  the 
thick  darkness  of  pagan  idola¬ 
try.”

Let  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of  find¬ 
ing  their  pleasure  on  this  h^ly  day, 
receive  that  instruction  and  re 
proof,  which  the  following  account 
is  suited  to  give. 

Mr.  Rowland  Hassal.  of  Para¬ 
matta.  New  South  Wales,  ex¬ 
pressing  ill  a  letter  tn  the  Rev. 
Mr.  U.  in  London,  his  deligiit 
ill  the  siiccegs  of  the  Missiona¬ 
ries,  and  his  conviction  that  the 
work  is  of  GinI  mentions  as  one 
priHifoTit*  the  remarkable  atten¬ 
tion  which  the  inhabitants  of 
Otaheite,  as  a  lunly,  p.ay  to  the 
Christian  Sahliatli. 

‘When  my  friend,  Mr.  Crook, 
with  his  family,  arrived  on  the 
coast  of  Otaheite.  in  the  brig 
Active,  they  were  much  surpris¬ 
ed  that  not  a  single  native  could 
he  seen  all  along  the  shore  as  the 
vessel  sailed ;  nor  could  they 
perceive  any  smoke  arising  from 
their  dwellings.  This  excited 
in  the  mind  of  Mr.  Crixik  and 
other*,  a  painful  snspirion  Ih.it 
the  island  Ivtd  been  subdued, 
and  all  the  inhabitants  cut  off 
in  the  wars. 

^In  the  midst  of  this  agitation 
of  mind,  one  of  the  sailors,  an 
Otalieitan,  who  left  Port  .lack- 
son  in  the  Active,  observed  that 
the  natives  were  keeping  Sab- 
li.tth  day— that  of  late  they  did 
no  k^nil  of  work — nor  cooked 
any  victuals— nor  went  out  of 
their  houses,  except  to  worship 
God— -and  that  the  whole  of 
the  day  was  emtdoyed  either 
in  religious  worship,  nr  in  teach¬ 
ing  one  another  to  rea<J. 

‘At  length  the  vessel  came  to 
anchor  in  Matavia  Bay  ;  hot  not 
a  native  made  his  appearance 
until  MoJttlay  morning ;  when 
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great  nutnbert  repaire<i  to  the  j 
brig,  bringing  vvilh  them  their  ' 
usual  teatimoniea  of  hospitality,  I 
of  food  and  fruit  of  all  kinds, 
with  other  presents  of  cloth,  &c. 
&c.  being  highly  pleased  and 
thankful  to  God,  that  he  had  sent 
another  teacher  among  them  ; 
and  thus  fully  satisfying  all  on 
hoard  that  they  had  been  observ¬ 
ing  the  Sabbath,  as  before  ex- 
[ireised. 

‘Thus  you  see  that  it  is  not  a 
few  individuals  who  are  turned 
to  the  LonI,  but,  comparatively 
speaking,  the.  whole  nation. 
When  you  reflect  on  this  aner- 
tlote,  and  com{)are  the  conduct 
of  these  Otaheitans  with  that  of 
numbers  even  in  the  churches 
anrl  congregations  in  and  about 
London,  you  will  be  ready  to 
.say,  that  the  poor  heathen  are 
taken  into  fellowship  with  Christ,, 
whilst  the  children  of  the  king¬ 
dom  arc  cast  out.’ 


EXTRACTS  FROM  TUB  SECOND 
ANNUAI.  REPORT  OF  TUB  DI¬ 
RECTORS  OF  TOK  VERMONT  JU¬ 
VENILE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

Concluded  from  page  34 

The  Rev.  Nathaniel  R.  Doilge 
spent  sixteen  weeks  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Society,  and  labored 
with  iiidisputed  fidelity,  in  the 
following  towns,  in  the  north¬ 
west  part  of  the  State  :  Johnson. 
Richmond,  Bolton.  Bakersfiehl. 
Stowe,  Berkshire,  Montgomery, 
Sheldon,  Ricbford,  Morristown, 
Waterbury,  and  Colt’s  Gore. 
He  appears  to  have  preached 
97  sermons,  and  to  have  made 
34G  family  visits,  besides  dis¬ 
charging  the  various  other  du¬ 
ties  ot  a  missionary.  In  bis 
journal  he  particularly  details 


the  spiritual  condition  of  each 
town  he  had  visited,  and  con¬ 
cludes  with  a  general  summary, 
from  which  we  take  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraph  : 

‘  With  regani  to  the  treatment 
.of  iny  person  and  charvoter,  as  a 
missionary,  while  on  this  tour,  I 
must  say  .out  of  respect  to  the  peo¬ 
ple, that  1  have  generally  been  re¬ 
ceived  with  cordiality,  and  treat¬ 
ed  with  that  degree  of  hospitali¬ 
ty  and  respect,  which  evinces 
their  desires  to  embrace  the 
word,  and  gives  encouragement, 
that  the  blessing  of  Gml  will  at¬ 
tend  the  benevolent  efforts  of 
this  newly  erected  Society  in 
accomplishing  the  object  event¬ 
ually,  of  establishing  the  regular 
administration  of  the  word,  in 
the  present  vacancies  in  Ver¬ 
mont.” 

The  Rev.  James  Parker  has 
performed  a  mission  to  which 
he  was  appointed  since  the  last 
annual  meeting,  of  twenty-five 
weeks  He  visited  Franklin, 
.A  Ibany  ,Barton,G  lover,  W  oolcot, 
Browningtun  and  Oreer.ibo- 
rough.  In  Greensboroiigh.  he 
spent  fourteen  Sabbaths,  in  con¬ 
sideration  that  they  should  pay 
to  the  Society  fifty-two  dollars. 
I n  the  concluding  summary  of  his 
Journal,  Mr.  Parker  makes  the 
following  observations : 

“I  have  visited  families, schools 
and  Sabbath  schools,  and  preach¬ 
ed  as  often  as  1  could  get  the 
people  together. 

“When  1  first  visited  some  of 
the  forementiuned  churches, 
such  evils  existed,  as  threatened 
their  utter  exiinctiou.  But  it 
pleased  a  merciful  God  to  use  me 
as  a  bumble  instrument  of  re¬ 
storing,  in  some  good  measure, 
that  holy  discipline,  union  arid 
brotherly  love  which  is  so  essen¬ 
tial  to  Christian  churches.” 
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Mr.  Abel  Manning  performed 
two  short  missions  of  Poor  weeks 
«^acb,  in  Plymouth  and  vicinity, 
and  subsequently  a  mission  of 
eight  weeks  in  Brhigewater, 
Reading,  Cavendish,  Plymouth, 
Sherburne,  and  Bethel.  From 
a  communication  made  to  the 
Directors,  in  June  last,  by  Mr. 
Manning,  after  he  had  complet¬ 
ed  the  two  first  missions  men¬ 
tioned  above,  we  make  the  fol¬ 
lowing  extract : 

“1  have  performed  four  weeks 
labor  in  Plymouth  and  vicinity  : 
during  which  time,  I  preached 
thirty-three  times,  attended  two 
confferences,  four  prayer  meet¬ 
ings,  and  made  forty-four  visits. 
At  my  arrival  at  Plymouth,  1 
found  the  church  feeble  and  low. 
They  had  been  favored  with  but 
little  preaching,  for  a  number  of 
mont^.  But.  shortly  after  1 
commenced  my  labors,  the 
church  began  to  awake,  and  we 
soon  beard  trerablir\g  sinners  in¬ 
quiring  to  know  what  they  must 
do.  At  the  expiration  of  four 
weeks,  several  were  rejoicing  in 
the  mercy  of  God.  At  this  time 
the  church  were  encouraged  by 
some  assistance  from  the  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Vermont  Missionary 
Society,  and  employed  me  the 
term  of  twelve  weeks.  The 
work  of  grace  still  continuing, 
the  Directors  of  the  Vermont 
Juvenile  Missionary  Society  ad¬ 
ded  four  weeks  to  my  labors,  in 
the  same  station,  which  I  have 
performed.  During  this  last 
mission  of  four  weeks,  I  preach¬ 
ed  twenty -six  sermons,  attended 
two  conferences  and  four  prayer 
meetings,  and  made  sixty-two 
visits-  During  my  labors  in 
Plymouth,  thirty  have  united 
with  the  church,  eleven  stand 
propounded,  and  a  number  more 
are  hoping.  The  work  spread 


into  Ludlow  :  Forty  have  unit¬ 
ed  with  Mr,  Read's  church,  and 
others  have  a  hope  of  pardon. 
The  whole  number  of  hoiteful 
converts  is  not  far  from  150. 
The  society  have  great  encour¬ 
agement  to  extend  their  iuflu 
ence,  and  increase  their  exer 
tions.  They  have  the  promise 
of  the  great  Head  of  the  church, 
that  their  labors  shall  not  be  is 
vain  in  the  Lord. 

“While  stationed  at  Plym¬ 
outh,  by  the  Vermont  Juvenile 
Missionary  Society,  1  extended 
my  labors  occasionally,  to 
Bridgewater,  Reading,  Caven¬ 
dish,  and  the  part  of  Lqdlow 
bordering  on  Plymouth.” 

Thus  you  have,  dear  brethren, 
a  concise  view  of  what  God  hath 
wrought  the  past  year,  through 
the  instrumentality  of  this  Soci¬ 
ety.  With  trembling  solicitude 
we  raised  this  banner  in  the 
name  of  the  LonI,  and  he 
has  fixed  upon  it  the  im¬ 
press  of  his  own  approbation. 
But  while  we  congratulate  each 
other,  with  devout  thankfulness 
to  the  Divi*»f-  Redeemer,  for 
what  has  bev..<  effected  by  the 
labors  of  our  missionaries,  let  us 
not  forget,  that  “there  remaineth 
yet  very  much  land  to  he  possess¬ 
ed,”  The  evils,  for  which  it  is 
the  design  of  this  Society  to 
provide  a  remedy,  are  but  very 
partially  removed  ;  their  num¬ 
ber  and  their  nature  still  make 
strong  and  extensive  demands 
upon  Christian  compassion  and 
beneficence ;  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  institution  will  proceed 
from  a  promising  youth  to  a  vig¬ 
orous  manhood  ;  that  theetream 
of  its  charities  will  grow  broader 
and  deeper  as  it  rolls  on  ;  and 
that  it  will  not  relax  from  its  ex¬ 
ertions,  untH  it  shall  have  ren- 
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tl«red  tbe  desolations  of  our  Zi¬ 
on,  SB  the  garden  of  God. 

It  is  an  honor  and  a  privilege 
to  be  a  worker  together  with 
God,  in  the  accomplishment  of 
the  high  designs  of  his  mercy  to 
this  guilty  world.  Glorious 
things  are  spoken  of  Zion,  which 
are  yet  to  be  fulhlled,  and  w  bich 
are,  at  no  distant  periotl,  to  be 
accomplished.  Not  only  must 
the  heathen  nations  be  convert- 
pd,  but  the  abominations  of 
Christendom  must  be  purged 
away,  before  the  predicted  spir¬ 
itual  reign  of  Immanuel  on  the 
earth  can  be  complete.  To  us 
is  assigned  no  unimportant  por¬ 
tion  of  the  vineyard  of  Christ. 
The  spiritual  necessities  of  fifty 
thousand  immortal  beings,  pl^ad 
for  relief.  By  aiding  our  new 
towns,  in  obtaining  a  preached 
gospel,  we  shall  not  only  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  temporal  comfort, 
and  the  eternal  welfare  of  their 
present  inhabitants ;  but  the 
moral  character  which  will  thus 
be  formed,  and  tbe  moral  habits 
which  will  be  acquired  by  these 
infant  communities,  will  be 
fraught  with  blessings  to  future 
generations.  In  (his  labor  of 
love,  let  us  be  animateil  by  the 
spirit  of  the  age,  arwl  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  the  numerous  institutions, 
engagetl  in  tbe  benevoler(t  effort, 
to  repair  tbe  desolations  which 
sin  has  made  in  the  earth,  anti 
to  restore  to  our  race  the  beauty 
of  holiness,  and  the  joy  resulting 
from  tbe  favor  of  Gotl,  and  the 
final  possession  of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven. 

BF.XNINGTON  SABBATH  SCHOOL 
SOCIETY. 

Ttii*  Society  was  or^nbed  in  Jone 
last,  and  the  committee  sobmitted 
•hrlT  first  aimual  report  to 


ciety  on  the  1st  inst.  and  ordered 
an  extract  to  be  published  in  the 
V ermont  Oa»etle,  from  which  we 
sekct  the  following  paragraphs. 
“Thus  as  we  have  staled,  your 
committee  were  enabled  to  or¬ 
ganise  and  carry  into  operation 
ten  Sabbath  Schools  within  the 
limits  of  this  town.  These  all 
continued  in  successful  pr^reas 
until  the  weather  became  severe 
in  tbe  fall,  when  it  was  judged 
expedient  by  your  committee  to 
discontinue  them  through  the 
winter,  till  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  wheu  tht'y  hopetl 
that  their  successors  in  office 
might  recommence  their  openi- 
tions  with  renewed  energy  and 
zeal.  During  their  continuance, 
there  were  committed  to  memo¬ 
ry  and  recited,  in  all  the  schools, 

1 13,790  verses  of  Scripture,  18,- 
321  amwers  in  the  Assembly’s 
Catechism,  8.011  Psalms  and 
Hymns,  3,514  answers  in  tbe 
Evangelical  Primer,  and  614 
answers  to  Bible  questions. 

“Of  this  amount  tbe  two  indi¬ 
viduals  who  recited  tbe  most  arc 
two  little  girls,  daughters  of  Mr. 
Elkana  Barney.  CATHARiME.aged 
to  years,  recited  the  whole  of 
Ihe  four  Gospels,  which  is  3,759 
verses and  Eliza,  only  ei^ht 
years  old.  the  four  Gospels  and 
nine  chapters  in  (he  Acta  of  the 
A|H)8tle8.  which  is  4,094  verses. 
At  one  recitation  this  little  girl 
repeated  1,508  verses  in  Scrip¬ 
ture,  and  four  hymns.  Many 
daughters  have  done  virtuously^ 
but  th<m,'Euiz\,excell(st  them  alt. 

“The  numltcr  of  scholars  in 
all  tbe  schools  is  458.  What  a 
group  of  little  immortals! — And 
what  an  immense  amount  of  di 
vine  truth  has  beeu  made  to  pass  ■> 
into  their  tender  minds  !  May 
we  not  hope  that  it  will  take 
deep  mot  m  their  herfrts,  anil 
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bear  much  fruit  to  the  glory  of 
God  ?  Vet,  truly.  The  pre¬ 
cious  8ee«i  shall  not  be  lost.  .\iid 
to  those  who  have  contributed 
their  money  or  their  latior  to 
the  furtherance  of  this  work  of 
benevolence,  the  expectation 
must  l>e  a  peculiarly  pleasant 
one  that,  when  they  shall  have 
rested  from  their  labors,  these 
children,  guided  into  tbo  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth  by  their  foster¬ 
ing  c.ire,  sliall  rise  up,  and  with 
pious  gratitude  call  them  bless¬ 
ed.”

Th«tre  are  be¬ 
sides,  heveral  small  fields,  gar¬ 
dens  and  parts  of  gardens  appro- 
pri.'iteil ;  the  precise  quantity  of 
which  is  nut  known-  Sutricient 
labor  is  subscribed  for  the 
cultivation  of  these  fields  ;  not 
merely  by  young  men  ;  but  old 
mt  n  and  children  are  helping  to 
liuild  the  temple  with  their  own 
bands.  Others  have  subscribed 
prodiieo  ;  one  man  a  cow  ;  anoth¬ 
er.  a  fat  heifer  ;  auollier,  slieep, 
cheese,  shoes,  Ac.  Societies  are 
formeil  in  the  neigliborhooil  of 
Philntlclphio,  in  Dartmouth  Col¬ 


lege,  and  in  vaiious  other  placet 
for  these  (lurposes.  And.  if  we 
may  judge  from  the  nature  of  the 
plan  and  the  success  with  whicb 
it  has  been  crowned  in  so  short 
a  time,  wo  may  hope  that  at  no 
remote  period  we  can  say,  with 
propriety,  It  is  done.^ReUg.  hu.
